in this country, through the Republican • 
organization it bos debauched and cap- 
toted, has determined to torture the 
business men into enforcing its de- 
mands, as it did in 1893, suys the Cin- 
cinnati/Enquirer. This is no idle in- 
vective. It is only necessary, first, to con- 
eider the objects at which our masters 
aim, and, second, the methods which 
they'have heretofore employed. 


Their first object is the cancellation 


and destruction of the whole greenback 
circulation, next the destruction of 
the legal tender quality of the silver 
dollars and the destruction of all the 
silver certificates. The actual circula- 
tion of the silver dollars, when robbed 
of their legal tender character, they 
.think would be inconsiderable. This 
would be followed up by a sale of all 
the silver coin and bullion above, say, 
$50,000,000, for the benefit of specula- 
tors in silver, who would buy it at the 
low price caused by precipitating so 
large an amount upon tho market. They 
are not anxious for n law expressly pro- 
viding for retiring the greenbacks, be- 
causo they have Mr..Dingley's assurance 
that tho new tariff bill will produce 
that result at therato of over? 100,000,- 
000 a year. 


This large and steady contraction of 


the currency, which has already reach- 
ed the • line of a money famine, is in- 
tended by its authors to further pros- 
trate business, to bankrupt merchants 
and manufacturers and to starve the 
country into accepting their scheme. 
They make no concealment that this 
scheme is to inject into onr financial 
system tho poisonous blood of irredeem- 
able bank notes instead of the healthy 
and natural supply of real money coin- 
ed from that one of the precious met- 
als tho coinage of which they havo 
stopped by criminal methods. 


Tho coming mouths of tho year will 


bo.marked by increasing business fail- 
ures, discouragement and desperation. 
This increasing prostration and paraly- 
sis, with increasing failures and in- 
creasing suicides, are being planned for 
by the despotic power which controls 
this administration as deliberately as it 
prepared and brought on at tho appoint- 
ed time the panic of 1898, and with the 
same object in view. All the Republican 
statesmen agree that the country en- 
joyed a large measure of prosperity from 
1878 until 1893, inclusive. This period 
was exactly coincident with the partial 
restoration of silver coinage in 1878 and 
its enlargement in 1890. In 1802 the 
gold power determined upon a desperate 
struggle against silver. They could not 
again secretly sneak a clause into any 
pending measure for the demonetization 
of silver, as they did in 1873 by the 
help of John Sherman, and they decided 
upon open warfare. 


As soon as Cleveland was inaugurated 


the repeal of the Sherman purchase aci 
was loudly demanded by the Gold trust, 
Who that road it can ever forget the 
dark chapter of history recorded in the 
New York Sun, when, without contra 
diction at any time, it gave the names 
of great bankers who met at an up town 
residence on a Sunday night, with Car 
lisle present, and decided upon a plan 
of action for tho purpose of producing 
panic through whioh to effect legislation 
on this subject? It was decided in tha 
conference to pass the word throughou 
the country to tho banks which they 
could influence that the bank customer 
must be refused accommodation, thei 
notes must not be discounted, their ma 
turing notes must not bo extended, one 
business mou must be driven to the wall 


It was then to be explained to them 


that the reason why the banks could n 
longer credit good and solvent custom- 
ers was that the whole financial system 
of the country was imperiled by tho 
purchase and coinage of silver. 
Tho 


food which was making good blood, ns 
oven Benjamin Harrison declared, was 
suddenly found to be poisonous. In- 
deed, all food rnnst be stopped and tho 
patient must be bled indefinitely. Abol- 
ish tho silver coinage entirely and givo 
no snbstituto. Until this was done the 
banks would no longer perform their 
usual function of facilitating business. 


Thus tortured, each desperate mer- 


chant and manufacturer appealed to his 
representative in congress to do tho bid- 
ding of the gold pirates, because until 
that was done he could have no relief. 
And tho scheme worked. But tho panic 
became n coifflugrution, which come 
back upon its authors. It was more than 
they had bargained for. The country 
has never recovered from it. 


We havo recited these well known 


facts because it seemed necessary for 
the purpose of reminding tho people 
what these enemies of mankind are ca- 
pable of doing. 
The application we 


make of this piece of history is that the 
same power is now as firmly bent on de- 


troy ing the greenbacks, coin notes and 
ilver certificates as they were four 
•ears ago on closing the mints to silver. 
They will produce, if necessary, the 
arne distress, with the same object of 
orturiug the people into surrendering 


their outrageous monetary schemes, 


'hey thrive upon the distress of others. 
f the new tariff does not retire the 
greenbacks fast enough, there will be 
egislatiou attempted ' to that end. If 
business paralysis does not worry the 
ountry itito submission, they will in- 
voke their former instrument of torture 
—a sharp panic. 


FOUR MONTHS OF M'KINLEY.

Eight mouths havo elapsed since the

board of health as plumbing inspector. 
Later the board of health appointed 
William Burt, 
Edward Hacqnard, 


Thomas W. 
Watkins 
and Charles 


Stamm, two master plumbers and two 
journeymen, as a board of examiners. 
This board of examiners met yesterday 
afternoon at the mayor's office, where 
a ' list of quest-ions was sumbitted to 
them by the state plumbers' board. 
These 
had to be answered and re- 


• 'turned to the state board, when ceert-ifi- 


oates will be granted to them, giving 
thorn license to follow the vocation of 
plumbing in this city and act as board 
of examiners. Then oil master plumb- 
ers and all journeymen plumbers must 
pass an examination before this or 
some other board of examiners before 
they can follow the business in this 
state. There has .been oocaidorable op- 
position to this law by the plumbers 
.throughout the state, and in some local- 
ities efforts have been made to overcome 
the law, but iu thiB they have failed. 
'While many plumbers object to it, the 
law is a good one. 
But whether good 


or bad, as long as it is a law it should 
be. carried out. 
The plumbing of a 


building is a very important part, and 
BO doubt thore has been many deat 
years gone by that were attribated to 
bad plumbing.

Loan meat, it may surprise many to 


learn, is much more watery thau fat 
meat. 
This may be illustrated by the 


statement that very lean moat may con- 
tain as much as 78 per ceut of water, 
while very fat pork may contain only 
10 per cent. Tho flesh of fish is more 
watery than ordinary butcher 
meat. 


Thus salmon contains five-eighths of its 
total weight of water, ood four-fifths 
and flounders six-sevenths. 


Among the foods which may be cited 


as containing but a small percentage of 
water, aud consequently ns dry food, 
are flour nud oatmeal, and sugar is a 
food entirely devoid of it. The animal 
body has often been aptly likened to a 
machine, and, like all machines, it re- 
quires fuel to keep it working. 
Now 


this fuel it obtains from the food which 
we eat, and iu default of food the nni- 
rual tissue itself is drawn upon. 
Food, 


therefore, keeps the animal body warm 
and yields the muscular energy necessary 
for the accomplishment of the work 
which the body does. In this capacity 
the three classes of food nutrients may 
all bo concerned. 


The value of a food may be estimated 


in terms of the amount of hoat it will 
give rise to. The most concentrated food 
fuel is fat. When .fat is burned, it gives 
rise 'o twice as muoh heat as is given 
by the burning of either the albuminoids 
or the carbohydrates. Fatty foods, there- 
fore, possess a much greater heating 
value than nonfatty foodn.—Philadel-

They are usually rigged with 
two stumpy masts and carry euorrnons 
square lugaails, which have to bo low- 
ered and raised every time the boats 
"come about" In Scotland and the 
English gud Irish ports they are called 
Inggers, but in the isle of Man have 
the local name of "niokies." 


In many cases the crows own the 


boats, each man having.a share, but in 
any case the fisli&iraen have an interest 
in tho amount of fish sold and are paid 
according to results. It is a glorious 
sight to seo those boats racing homo aft- 
er a good haul, the first boat in having 
the best market for £he fish. 


It is not uncommon at Tarbot, the 


headquarters of tho Loch Krone boats; 
Peel, in the isle of Man; Penzanoe, in 
Cornwall, and at some Irish ports to 
see the fish taken away by cartloads to 
be used by the farmers for manure at 
times when an umioually big catch has 
oversupplied tho market. 


In many places during the summer 


there are races organized by the towns- 
people and visitors for these luggers, 
and the interest in the events is far 
more keen than in the finest yaoht 
races. Only recently a Ponzance lugger 
was sailed by her crow to Australia, 
and made the passage in wonderfully 
qnick time. The large boats are manned 
by from 20 to 30 men, the weight of 
tho Ingsails making a big crew a neces- 
sity. In most cases the sails are stained 
a reddish brown, and distinguishing let-
